And whereas it is requisite that the said Order should be 
5 confirmed by Parliament : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal and Commons in this present Parliament assembled and 
by the authority of the same as follows : — 

10 1. The Order set out in the schedule hereto is hereby confirmed 

and all the provisions thereof shall have full validity and force. 

2. This Act may be cited as the Local Government Board 
(Ireland) Provisional Order Confirmation (No. 1) Act 1899.

SCHEDULE. 


PROVISIONAL ORDER. 

WHEREAS by section 108 of the Local Government (Ireland) Act 1898 
it is enacted that the Local Government Board for Ireland may make 
Provisional Orders for adapting any local Act to the provisions of the said 5 
Act of 1898 and of any Order in Council made thereunder. 

And whereas it is provided by a local Act entitled the Wicklow Harbour 
Act 1851 that eight of the Commissioners for the time being of the town of 
Wicklow appointed under the provisions of the Lighting of Towns (Ireland) 

Act 1828 so long as such Act shall be in force within the said town shall be 10 
ex-officio members of the Wicklow Harbour Authority and shall be elected by 
such Commissioners out of their own body by ballot. 

And whereas the Lighting of Towns (Ireland) Act 1828 is repealed by the 
Local Government (Ireland) Act 1898. 

And whereas the Town Commissioners of Wicklow are now an urban 15 
district council elected under the provisions of the Towns Improvement 
(Ireland) Act 1854 as amended by tho Local Government (Ireland) Act 
1898. 

And whereas it is deemed expedient to adapt the Wicklow Harbour Act 1851 
in certain particulars. 20 

It is hereby ordered that after the confirmation of the Order by Parliament 
the provisions relating to ex-officio commissioners of the local Act known os 
the Wicklow Harbour Act 1851 shall be adapted in the following manner: — 

1. The Urban District Council of Wicklow shall at their first monthly 

meeting after the date of the confirmation of this Order elect eight 25 
councillors out of their body by ballot to be ex-officio commissioners for 
carrying into effect the Wicklow Harbour Act 1851 the Act recited 
therein and the Acts amending the same. 

2. The Urban District Council of Wicklow shall afterwards from time to 

time elect out of their body by ballot the councillors necessary to fill any 30 
vacancy whether rotational or occasional in the office of ex-officio 
commissioner above mentioned.
